The lesson we may learn from the heroism displayed by the passengers 


on the Tilunio in (heir willingness to save others than themselves is one 
that ninst impress upon us our lack of appreciation of the good to be found 
in others unless we have it demonstrated in smue very unusual manner. 
That teems to be a quality of our nature. Pcrhaps.it is a fact, (bat, with 
every, good quality (here must, be some bad. 
But it is a cheering thought 


that in every great emergency, men arc'found ready to risk their lives in 
the performance, of duty, and this is true of men in humble station as'well 


i;s of those in .high places. It is undoubtedly true that most men live and 
die without giving any adequate demonstration of the best, thai is in them. 
OnrXlivil war served to living some o£ onr great men into public gazo and 
other'stirring events even'of less moment serve to illustrate the fact that 
as'the statue is hidden in the block- of-marble so the quality of heroism may 
be hidden in some of our most quiet and unassuming men only to appear 


under some great and overpowering necessity.

FEVER 
STILL 
EVIDENT 


The -strike fever does not seem lo abate in spite of concessions made, 


because whoii the demands of one craft arc settled along comes another to 
tie up business unless its demands arc promptly adjusted. 


For some months past the people of New England have had their 


addition riveted upon mill strikes, but these having been settled con- 
ditions looked favorable i'or industrial peace vyhen another cloud appears 
on Ihc business homon in Ihc danger of a great strike of locomotive 


engineers .that if carried out would atlect 3d>000 men and about fifty rail- 
roads doing 02 per cent, of the entire railroad business of the country. 


Justice 'Knapp of the L'niled Stales commerce court and Charles P. 


Neil, United Klalcs commissioner of labor, have interposed to propose 
arbitration, and the engineers have halted the preparations for a strike lo 
tec what can be done towards submitting the'issues lo-arbitration. 


.'There is also a threat to bliike among 300,000 ruilroad-mcn on the 


Harrima.il lines unless their grievances are. taken tip by Ihc fcdcnil.govern- 
ment with a view to concessions. With these threats of business paralysis 
coming iu quick succession, there cannot be any certainly as lo how long 
any lino of business can continue fo van. 


To' have public utilities especially l i e d ' u p with strikes is doubly 


deplorable. The need u(. a law making strikes and lockouts illegal until the 
disputes arc first investigated is thus daily brought lo public attention; yet 


il is difficult lo say just why the remedy is not applied. 


Not until we have such ;: law in tills couiilry can1 any line ol! business 


enjoy long continued industrial jicui'i: or freedom from ruinous strikes. II 
is only fair that all crafts should be empowered lo seek their own better- 


ment, but the law can <\u justice to all concerned by having all demands 


investigated first.
